NEW YORK NOTES. 


Yellow Jack in Hayti—The Finan- 
cial Affairs Desperate. 


New York, Feb. 8.—Information 
was received to-day in a private letter 
dated January 30th, that about half 
the population of Port-Au-Prince is 
suffering of yellow fever. The son of 
the United States Minister was dan- 
gerously ill with the fever and it was 
spreading throughout the island. Port- 
Au-Prince is rigidly quarantined and 
regular steamers cannot enter the har- 
bor. The financial affairs of the 
country are alsoin a desperate condi- 
tion. 


VILLARD ON WHEAT RAISING.

A TOMBSTONE SENSATION. 


Man Mardered by Indians Within 
Eight Miles of Tombstone. 


TomBstTonE, Feb. 8.— On Thursday 
last Mr. J. Whitzel, who, in partner- 
ship with another man whose name we 
were unable to learn, have a wood 
camp on the western side of the Dra- 
goon Mountains, left Tombstone with 
a four-horse team to bring in a load of 
wood. He reached the camp, put on 
his load of wood Thursday evening 
and started to return Thursday morn- 
ing, since which time nothing has been 
heard from him. Friday the wagon 
was seen by a man who was going out, 
at Willow Springs, eight miles north- 
east of Tombstoné, and who reported 
to camp that Whitzel 


HAD BROKEN DOWN, | 


And had probably come into town for 
another wagon, so nothing was thought 
of it at the mountains. As Messrs. 
Armstrong and Young supposed he had 
remained at the wood camp his non- 
appearance did not seem strange to 
them, and the first intimation they had 
that anything was wrong was yesterday 
morning, when a man brought the 
news that he was not in camp, and his 
wagon was on the road, his harness 
lying near by, and evidently cut off of 
the team. On this information the 
firm immediately sent out two men, 
Messrs. Maynard and Spence, who re- 
turned fast night. They confirmed the 
previous report, and also found Whit- 
zel’s memerandum book, which had 
been cut open, found

THE RAINFALL. 


While the outlook for the season is 
as bad as it could be so far as rainfall 
is considered, there is still quite a 
crumb of comfort in the figures which 
we present below and more especially 
those for the month of February, 
dating from 1872 to the present, 
which shows an average that would be 
more than ample for our needs. The 
lowest annual fall ever known here has 
been four inches, and this minimum 
has only occurred on three occasions— 
in the years 1863, 1864 and 1870. The 
record given from the year 1861 to 
1862 inclusive, was made at Anaheim, 
and that for the years following 1872 
is from data kept in this city: 


The State Engineer gives the average 
annual rainfall of this county as fifteen 
inches, but the average of the years 
since 1873 gives us over cighteen 
inches. 

THE FEBRUARY RAINFALL.

It. will 
be observed that for the past three 
years the February rainfall has been 
light, so it is not unreasonable to hope 
we may yet have a down pour that will 
equal 1873-74-76 and 1878.

The cattle were 
derded by a boy and when Cole attempted 
to drive them into the corral the boy, being 
on horseback, got away with the fight. 
Cole then went for him with a whip and 


« gave him a sound thrashing. As soon as 


the boy got away he drew a pistol and 
snapped it two or three times. The fol- 
lowing day Cole went to the Frenchman’s 
place and stated thecaseto him. The boy

™ his session and started off, telling 
them that he intended to have the boy ar- 
rested for an assault with a deadly weap- 
on. At this stage of the proceedings Aug- 
ust Cazaux stepped up and demanded to 
know what the difficulty was.

This 
Cole refused to do,when he pulled a pistol 
on Cole, who then gave it up and came to 
town and swore out a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Cazaux, charging him with an as- 
sault with a deadly weapon.
